1649 AND LONGITUDE 10650. RESOLUTION RANGED FROM GOOD TO POOR. 

IT WAS GOOD EXCEPT WHERE DEGRADED BY WEATHER AND HAZE. 

THWE IS INTERMITTENT LOSS OF TIMING MARKS THROUGHOUT THE MSN 
ON THE TRAILING EDGE « DATA CHAMBER ENTERS IMAGERY INTERMITTENTLY 
THROUGHOUT MISSION TO A DEPTH OF 1/8”. TIMING MARKS ENTER INTO IMAGERY 
AT FRAMES 196 IN THE AFT POSITION, LEADING EDGE AND THEN REOCCURS 
INTERMITTENTLY THROUGHOUT THE MISSION. STARTING AT FRAME 330, A 
PORTION OF THE IMAGERY WAS OFF THE FILM ON THE TRAILING EDGE OF 
THE FORWARD FRAMES. FINE EMULSION SCRATCH AND ACCOMPANYING PLUS 
DENSITY ?" FROM TRAILING EDGE OCCURRING INTERMITTENTLY FROM FRAME 457- 
550. A SCRATCH APPEARS IN FRAME 766, 2" FROM THE TRAILING EDGE.
